How We Look to Jo hn Bull 


•pH E LONDON OBSERVER, of London. England, contains an article 
which, while rather lengthy, is Interesting in that it reflects the v iews 


and expressions of the British commission which recently v isited America. 


It follows: 
The British Lab or mission to America has returned to England pro­ 


foundly impressed with the immensity of the effort which our Allies are 
making, and with the serious spirit of the people, who are concentrating 


their whole energies upon defeating the enemy. 
“ People are apt to dwell too much on the collapse of Russia and to fail 


to realize the enormous potential force of Amefrica,” said Mr. Charles Dun­ 


can, M.P., secretary of the W orkers’ Uniou and a memb er of the mission, 
in an interv iew with a representativ e of The Ob serv er. 
“This new force, 
b eing highly organized, will b e worth to us four times that of Russia. 
No 


one can make too much of the immense factor we hav e in America as an 


Ally, and, as a result of the tour, I feel conv inced that, ev en if we were to 
drop out of 
the war, America could carry on and win. 
Her resources are 
unlim ited, and such are the v irility of her people and their immense enthu­ 


siasm, that nothing on earih can daunt her earnest spirit. 
“Let me giv e you an illustration of her effort. 
We v isited at Portland 


a shipyard which six months b efore was a swamp. 
Today there are sev en 


ships on the 
slipway and three already in the water. 
Six thousand men 
are employed there, and the place, thoroughly well organized, is as b usy as 


a hiv e of b ees. 
“ There has b een some criticism b ecause America has not turned out 


more ships than hav e yet materialized. 
It must, howev er, b e b orne in mind, 


taking this case as an illustration, that the American people are starting 
from the b ottom. 
When their effort b egan they had no organization in any 


way comparab le to that which existed in England and Scotland for b uilding 
ships. 
They are now b eginning on v ery widespread, expansiv e lines; and, 


while it may b e quite true that their present output is not all we might hav e 
expected, yet, rememb ering the elab orate scale on which they are setting 


to work, it must b e ob v ious that each week that goes past sees an improv e- 


and a more effectiv e machine at work and that soon the output will b reak 


all records. 
“ This illustration of the new shipyard at Portland— and it is only one 
of many like it that we v isited— is a fair indication of the manner in which 
America is b uckling to the task. 
Of the American people themselv es, I hav e 


the Impression that if you were to giv e them an easy job you would b reak 
their hearts. 
But giv e them something that is seemingly Impossib le to do, 


some task, at any rate, which will enab le them to outdo all prev ious efforts, 
and they will strain ev ery nerv e, ev ery muscle, and ev ery thought to ov er­ 


come its difficulties. 
Believ e me, there is nothing little, petty, mean, or 


cheeseparing ab out America. 
“ Ev erything in the United States Is on a gigantic scale. 
The scale is 


ao gigantic, in fact, that it is impossib le for the minds of people in England, 
where we are accustomed to retail production, fully to grasp the possib ilities 
that are within the reach of the American people, or to realize the tre­ 


mendous force which is steadily and ceaselessly dev elop.ug b ehind the 
Allies, not only in man-power, b ut in material and in commerce. 
Once 
grasp these immense potential resources which America has at her disposal, 


and you are in a position to gauge the effectiv e fighting force of the nation. 
“ At all the meetings I addressed I found intense enthusiasm prev ail­ 
ing. 
To me the spirit of the people seemed v ery much like that of the 


people of Wales. 
They are b ehind their President to a man. 
I hav e nev er 
seen in all my experience any man who has so successfully rallied b ehind 
him the enormous numb er of millions of people of a great country in so 
completely united a fashion as President Woodrow Wilson undoub tedly has. 
Americans are intensely loyal and passionately patriotic. 
This was a spirit 


that surprised and rather startled me. 
It is v ary real, and not at all super­ 
ficial. 
The American people mean b usiness in ev erything they hav e under­ 
taken. 
That they hav e a keen b usiness instinct all the world know-s, and 
this instinct they are applying now' to patriotic and loyal effort just as 
eagerly as they applied it formerly to purely commercial undertakings. 
They are most thoroughly aliv e to the grav ity and the v ital importance of 
the issue to the nation, and ev erything they hav e hitherto done will b y their 


present wTar effort b e completely surpassed.”

Others did little. 
The state as 


a whole is far b ehind. 
What each county must do in June depends largely 
on the results ob tained during Pledge Week. 
But, at any rate, June is to b e made the month of actual sales. 
The 


Thrift Stamp is to b e left for the children. 
Adults are asked to consider 
nothing smaller than the $5 W ar Sav ings Stamp. 
They arc asked to b uy 
these stamps fiv e, ten, twenty, a hundred or up to two hundred at a time. 


The b uyer of twenty stamps b ecomes a memb er of the Illinois War 
Sav ings Certificate Club , with one gold star on his engrav ed certificate.

Boston , Ju n e 3.—Nav al au thorities an n ou n ced this aftern oon that n o American 
v essels had been su n k off the New En glan d coast. 


WOULD STOP TROOP TRANSPORTS 
New York, Ju n e 3 —The attack on American shippin g almost at the en tran ce to 
New York harbor may be taken to mean that the German s hav e at last in au gu rated a 
su bmarin e campaign in an effort to break u p the tran sportation of American troops to 
Fran ce. 


On e steamer, on e schoon er an d two or three other v essels were su n k off the coast 
of New Jersey y esterday aftern oon an d n ight, accordin g to early reports. 
On e of 
those su n k was the Edward H. Cole, a sailin g ship of 179 0 ton s gross. The crew has 
been lan ded here. 


The Cole was su n k abou t 75 miles off the highlan ds of New Jersey y esterday aft­ 
ern oon . Two v essels attacked the ship, accordin g to the comman der, Captain New- 
combe. They appeared simu ltan eou sly , on e on each side of the v essel, an d sign aled the 
captain to heav e to. The comman der of on e of the su bmarin es then boarded the 
schoon er from a small boat an d gav e the crew ten min u tes to leav e the ship an d take 


to the boats. 
The crew took to their own boats immediately an d the German sailors then plan ted 
bombs on board the v essel an d blew her u p. 


WENT AFTER VESSEL 
Ju st before the ex plosion on the Cole a steamship was sighted in the oilin g an d 
the su bmarin es immediately gav e chase. 
It is reported also that a ship was torpedoed off Nan tu ckett. This is den ied by the 
comman der of the first n av al district, who said that he had in v estigated thorou ghly 
the report that a tran sport had been su n k. 


PORTS IMMEDIATELY CLOSED 
The ports of New York, Boston an d Ph iladelphia hav e been closed by the au thori­ 
ties to all ou tgoin g ships. Narragan sette B ay has also been closed to ou tgoin g v essels. 


FIRST ATTEMPT ON THIS SIDE 
Althou gh there hav e been frequ en t reports an d ru mors that su bmarin es hav e 
crossed the Atlan tic sin ce the Un ited States en tered the war, this is the first time that 
American shippin g has been attacked on this side of the Atlan tic. 
In October, 1916, the German su bmarin e U-53, after a v isit at Newport, R. I., 
lay in wait for British shippin g off Nan tu ckett an d secu red six v ictims. 


GERMANS ADMIT DESPERATION 
Washin gton , Ju n e 3.—The German s, by strikin g with their su bmarin es at the v ery 
door of America, admit to all the world that the American army will tu rn the tide 
again st German y on the battle fields of Fran ce. 


As the first n ews of the German su bm arin es operatin g off the Atlan tic coast was 
brou ght to the n av al departmen t today by Associated Press dispatches, an d was 
fol­ 
lowed by official reports, officials declared that American an ti-su bmarin e forces in 
home waters wou ld be able to cope with the situ ation . 
All alon g the coast lin e n av al boats, fly in g craft an d su bmarin e chasers an d a 
n u mber of other n av al craft wen t in to action . 
All officials of the n av y departmen t 
declared that America wou ld meet this thr u st at the v ery fou n tain head of American 
stren gth abroad an d that all the agen cies an d fu ll forces wou ld fin d the su bmarin es an d 
destroy them. 


This challen ge to the fightin g forces of the Un ited States will be met, officials 
said, with the same measu res which hav e driv en the U-boats to cov er in the En glish 
an d Fren ch war zon e, an d the flow of tran sports will keep u p, gu arded in the same ef­ 
fectiv e man n er that has been takin g them throu gh the in fested waters of the war zon e 
with su ch a remarkably low loss of life. 


CUBANS FEARED DIVER STROKE 
An Atlan tic Port, Ju n e 3.—Passen gers on in comin g boats from Cu ba say that the 
Cu ban gov ern men t, in fear of su bmarin es, kept the port of Hav an a closed to ou tgoin g 
v essels between May 20 an d 25. 


GERMANS TRYING CAMOUFLAGE? 
Washin gton , Ju n e 3.—The fact that the German s wasted all the v alu e ol a su r­ 
prise attack in home waters in a war on troop tran sports has attracted atten tion . 
It 
is poin ted ou t that after all the presen t German campaign might be for the pu rpose oi 
creatin g an impression that the German s hav e a stron g patrol, while in reality there 
are on ly a few of the boats in action . 


PICKED UP BUT ONE CREW 
Boston , Ju n e 3.—Captain Hart of the Bristol who picked 
u p 
the crew oi the 
schoon er Cole, reported to the Coastwise T tran sportation Compan y today that he did 
n ot rescu e the su rv iv ors from an y other ships, as the n av y report in dicated. He also 
•eported that he had been chased by a su bmarin e, bu t n o details were giv en . 


FISHING VESSELS SUNK. 


B y A ssociated Press Leased Wire 
Lon don , Ju n e 3— Twelv e v essels of 
a fleet of 30 or 40 fishin g v essels that 
left an Irish port were su n k by su b­ 
marin es.

m atter h ow careful and gentle, weak­ 
ens a cloth somewh at. 
Elaborate investigations were

terials. 
It was found th at a combina­ 
tion of soap and wash ing soda is th e 
best for use in laundry work.

combination weakens 
th e cloth less 
th an eith er soap and water or soda 
and w ater used alone. 
Th e investigators 
also 
concluded 
th at one of th e most important parts 
of th e wash ing process is w h at th ey 
call 
“selective 
treatm ent.”

means th at each garment 
sh ould be 
given just th e individual treatm ent it 
requires, according to th e delicacy of 
th e fabric and th e degree to wh ich it 
is soiled, wh eth er it is wash ed in th e 
power laundry or in th e tub at h ome.

“ Keep Dat Rabbit’s Foot, Chile, or 


He’ll Git Ye,” Says Black 
,? 
Mammy. 


Montgomery, Ala.—“Wha’ dat mov* 
In’ down da’ b y yon graveya’d? 
Dis 
chiie doan go dat way ef I hev ter 
walk fo’ miles ter git home. You uns 
lieah me!” 
This from a stalwart young darky, 
uttered in the early dusk of a recent 
evening, in the outskirts of this city, 
lent convincing p roof that the ghostly 
sup erstitions traditional among the ne­ 
groes of the South have not b een 
wip ed out b y the many changes that 
have taken p lace in Dixieland since 
the Civil War p eriod. 
Of course, the b lacks are not the 
only p eop le today who cherish their 
fond sup erstitions. Who has not en­ 
countered the gamb ler who will not 
p ermit one to p ut a foot on his chair? 
A p rominent b usiness man here—a 
white man—confesses that he always 
wears a garter of one color up on his 
right leg and one of different color 
up on the other. Nearly every one lias 
some p eculiar b eliefs ab out Friday, 
the numb er 13, ladders and many oth­ 
er “warnings” handed down b y the 
New England forefathers. 
The young darky’s discomfiture at 
seeing something moving down b y the 
graveyard cannot b e thought strange 
or unusual when one considers that 
from time immemorial the Southern 
p ickaninnies have b een discip lined in­ 
to b elieving that all household trash 
must b e swep t out of the frout door 
after dark; 
that 
they 
must never 
"walk a chair” while sitting in it, if 
they would escap e "hants.” To avoid 
the evil sp irits the* should get up and 
move the chair to where they want 
it. 
"Watch out, chile, if you heah a goat 
cough,” they Fere told. It is a sign 
that Old Rawhead and Bloody Bones 
is around. "Doan stop foh to inwesti- 
gate enny strange lights in a grave­ 
yard or in front of a church aftah 
dark,” the old b lack mammies often 
say. 
The most reliab le safeguard against 
ghosts, gob b lins and "hants, 
as well 
as a charm against the evil visitations 
of witches, according to the sup er­ 
stitious negroes, is 
the 
left hind 
foot of a rab b it killed in a graveyard 
after midnight iu the light of a full 
moon. 
Such a talisman could not b e 
b ought from some owners with its 
weight in gold. 
It is a common b elief among the ne­ 
groes that a house cannot b urn if sas- 
safrass twigs are sp rinkled on the 
stovewood when the fire is made. One 
of the most common p reventatives of 
"misery in the leg” is a dime with a 
hole in it worn on the left leg just 
ab ove the ankle. This also cures rheu­ 
matism, say the darkies. 
Another sup erstition, mostly among 
young p eoftle, is, if one is lying down j 
and another step s over him he must, 
b y all means, retrace his step s. 
The 
b elief is that it checks one's growth. 
Here are some remedies to destroy J 
“sp irits” or “ghosts.” Old-timers used 
to fire a silver b ullet at the troub le­ 
some sp ecter or disturb er. Old Aunt 
Violet kep t sp ooks away for many 
years b y b urying a chicken eye, a frog 
leg and some dirt from a new grave 
under the front step s of her ab ode, re­ 
p eating the op eration as often as there 
were any signs of tlio sp ook's re­ 
turn. 
When one meets a “hant” 
and it 
comes u*/ to you face to face the ghost 
always b lows its b reath in your face, 
first hot, then cold. 
In a case like 
this to avoid troub le all one has to do 
is to tell the “hant” your b usiness and 
it will let you alone. Rough language 
or threats are disastrous. 
Op ossum hunters 
had 
b etter b e 
careful that the dog did not once b e­ 
long to u dead man who died a sinner, 
for this dog will “tree” “sp irits.” 
"Loading the p illow” is another dan­ 
gerous op eration. It consists in steal­ 
ing the p illow on which one sleep s and 
inserting a "conjure b ag.” The vic­ 
tim suffers from head ailments and 
often b ecomes insane.

near and far have 
studied him. 
He has b een X-rayed 
and examined. They cannot find any­ 
thing ab normal ab out him excep t his 
weight. 
They 
cannot 
exp lain 
his 
growth. 
His enormous weight is not 
due p rimarily to fat, b ecause his b ones 
are as large as an adults 5 feet 8 inch­ 
es tali and weighing 154 p ounds. 
The b ab y is “Billy” McCarthy, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. E. McCarthy of 
Narb erth sub urb . When he was b orn 
in New York city, b e weighed nine 
p ounds and twelve ounces. 
He immediately b egan to gain at 
such a p henomenal rate that when he 
left the hosp ital with his mother twen­ 
ty-one days later he weighed thirty- 
six 
p ounds. 
A three w'eek old b ab y 
weighing thirty-six p ounds was an un­ 
heard of thing even in New York city.

His 
mother says all the doctors who have 
examined him say 
that he is away 
ab ove normal mentally and to just let 
him grow as long as he is healthy. 
Getting the ordinary 
comforts 
of 
b ab y life for young Billy is a p rob lem 
in high and frenzied finance, accord­ 
ing to his mother. 
llis shoes cost $12 a p air. They have 
to b e made to order, and he grows out 
of them in three months. His entire 
wardrob e has to b e renewed 
every 
three months 
b ecause he grows so 
fast. 
His last three shirts cost $4.00 
ap iece. 
And his b ab y carriage—well, it has 
to have regular automob ile sp rings— 
and it had to b e made to order, too. 
Tho p arents p aid $42 for that b ab y 
carriage. 
Billy is even outgrowing that car­ 
riage now'. But as luck would have it 
he is b eginning to walk. His p arents 
feared he never would b e ab le to walk 
b ecause he is so heavy. 
But two months ago he surp rised 
everyb ody b y b eginning to walk, and 
now he toddles around with as much 
ease as a child of 5 or 6. 
He has a wonderful 
disp osition— 
never gets cross and is as hap p y as 
any normal healthy b ab y should b e. 


many years was p itched in this vicin­ 
ity.

(those

his 
name call 
him p lain John Smith) rep orts that he 
is still hale and hearty and that he is 
looking for a new squaw—younger the 
b etter—to b righten up his lonely lodge 
and cheer him in his declining years, 
although he will not admit he is de­ 
clining.
